fessional entertainers, show people, 
musicians, cashiers, ushers, 
hostesses, waiters and waitresses, 
bus boys or girls, and the like, 
provided they do not serve, dispense 
or consume alcoholic beverages and 
there is an adult in attendance at all 
times.”’ 

Gray said anyone convicted of 
violating the new act could be fined 
up to $100, be jailed for 30 days, or

They are making move.nents, 
though, and they are talking to 
people like the representatives from 
Illinois, New York and 
Massachesetts, but I think we've got 
a story to tell that we haven't had 
before.”’ 

Rose reported that the Tobacco 
and Peanuts Subcommittee has 
finished it’s work on the peanut 
program, and that the same basic bill 
has been adopted by the full Agricul- 
ture Committee in the Senate. 

He said that the House is waiting 
for the Senate to take further action 
before it moves any further. 

Rose said sources in the Senate 
say they expect to finish the hearings 
in July and, mark-up the bill in 
September, with the bill moving to 
the House in September. He said he 
didn't expect Congress to adjourn 
until Thanksgiving. 

‘‘T just warn you,” he added, ‘‘to 
stay alert to all possible side actions 
by our potential enemies in 
Washington. I don’t think it’s any 
secret that candy manfacturers are 
going to increase their activity when 
they get a firm signal about the 
future of the farm bill.”’

Medicare Insurance: Are You Eligible For Coverage? 


Medicare helps protect people 65 
and older from the high costs of 
health care. Others eligible for 
Medicare coverage include disabled 
people under 65 who haye been 
entitled to Social Security disability 
benefits for a least 24 months and 
insured workers and_ their 
dependents who need dialysis treat- 
ment or a kidney transplant because 
of permanent kidney failure. 

One part of Medicare -- hospital 
insurance -- helps pay the cost of 
inpatient care and of certain kinds of 
follow-up care. The other part- 
medical insurance - helps pay the 
cost of physician's services and out- 
patient services and of certain other 
medical items and services not 
covered under hospital insurance. 

If you are eligible for the Social 
Security or railroad retirement 
check, whether as a worker, 


dependent, or survivor, you are 
eligible for hospital insurance pro- 
tection once your reach 65. Fed- 
eral Government workers and certain 
members of their families may also 
become eligible for hospital 
insurance on the basis of the 


County Agent Speaks Out On Worm Situations 


Don’t let a few worms lull you 
into a feeling of well-being. On the 
other hand, don’t rush out to spray 
the first time you see a few worms in 
a field. A lot of times early in the 
season predators will take care of 
any insect build up, and it won't be 
necessary to spray. If a grower puts 
out an insecticide early when it is not 
needed, he almost always has to go 
back in two or three weeks and spray 
again and possibly even a third time. 

Timeliness in applying an 
insecticide is very important. 
Speaking of timeliness Henry Ivey, 
assistant superintendent of the 
Wiregrass Experiment Station in 
Headland, told a group of 4-H Club 
members touring the station, ‘The 
timing of an insecticide application 
and making a determination if an 
application should be made are 
decisions that need to be made with 
a lot of care.”’ 

Just recently, we had a relatively 
small outbreak of foliage-feeding 
insects in a lot of peanut fields. Most 
of the time the first worm infestation 
subsides, and it is not necessary to 
spray. Because of the variation in 
number and kind of peanut foliage 
feeders, it is almost impossible to 
predict how numbers will build up. 
However, regular scouting of each 
field to check on the presence of 
caterpillars and damage being done 
is very important in maintaining 
control. A timely application of an 
effective, recommended insecticide 
will prevent excessive damage. 
Weekly and twice weekly 
inspections of peanut fields pay off at 
this point in the growing season. 

To check a peanut field, walk 
diagonally across it and around at 
least one-half of the borders. At 10 
locations in the field, examine two 
feet of two carefully. Check the vines 
thoroughly and fold them back to 
count foliage-feeding worms on the 
ground 

As the vines are folded back, 
some pods and pegs will be pulled 
out of the soil and these should be 
examined closely, Occasionally, pull 
up a plant to thoroughly check for the 
southern corn rootworm and the 
lesser cornstalk borer, The southern 
corn rootworm attacks the pod. You 
will find this more often in the 
heavier soils and especially in the 
low lying areas of a field. If you find 
damage being caused by the 
southern corn rootworm in three of 
the 10 places you check, go ahead 
and use one of the recommended 
insecticides 

Auburn University specialists 
recommend that foliage-feeding 
caterpillars be controlled when an 
average of four or more per foot of 
row are present. To contro} the corn 
carwarm, use either Sevin, Lannate, 
Nudrin, Azodrin, Orthene or Pydrin 
Follow directions carefully. Some of 
these materials require only a very 
small amount of active material per 
acre 

For fall armyworm control, use 
Lannate, Nudrin, Azodrin= or 
Orthene. Apply either one of these 
materials as a foliar spray when you 
have four or more caterpillars per 
foot of row. Beet armyworms are 
controlled by using Lannate or 
Nudris 

For curworm control, use Azodrin 
or Pydrin. Sometimes a lot of 
cutworms can be present but still not 
be causing any damage. Check your 
fields frequently to make a 
determination on whether to treat for 
cutworms 

Spider mites can be costly. They 
have the potential to develop 
unnoticed and have a field 


moderately to heavily infested before 
you know it. Spider mites can 
drastically reduce yields. To control 
apply either Azodrin or Comite as a 
spray when you first find mites. Use 
10-12 gallons of water per acre to get 
good coverage. You will usually need 
to make two applications four to five 
days apart to eliminate heavy 
populations. Some growers use at 
least 20 gallons of water when 
ground equipment is used and five 
gallons per acre with aerial 
applications. It is important to get 
good spray coverage. If mites are 
found in only a small area, go ahead 
and spray. You may not need to 
spray the entire field. 

To control lesser cornstalk 
borers, use either Parathion, 
Dyfonate, or Lorsban. Some years 
this insect can be devastating. If you 
need to treat for the southern 
corn rootworm, use either Lorsban, 
Dyfonate, Mocap or Furadan. The 
granules should be applied in an 
18-inch band over the row. Use two 
pounds of technical material per acre 
of either one of these materials

However, more than two-thirds of 
the total cost of the program comes 
from the general revenues of the 
Federal Government

Answer: As the January 1, 1985, the 
new resource limits for SSI recipients 
are $1,600 of an individual and 
$2,400 for a couple, up from $1,400 


Question: My brother is becoming 
much too feeble to take care of 
himself and I, as his younger sister, 
find myself more and more assuming 
the burden of running his house- 
hold.

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Community Schoolhou: 


The community schoolhouse, a 
vital paft of American life for 
hundreds of years, became a thing of 
the past recently in Coffee County 
when the windows were boarded up 
and the bell rang for the last time at 
Goodman School, The closing 
marked the end of an era; however, 
it didn’t close the book on a rich 
period of county history! 

Back in 1919, when the only 
mode of transportation to most was 
walking, the community schools 
were a source of learning, a place to 
congregate and a source of pride. In 
Coffee County, a total of 75 public 
schools and 23 ‘‘colored’’ schools 
were located throughout the county 
and while a single teacher taught at 
most of the schools, the lessons 
learned were second to none. 

Old county school records show 
that the following public and colored 
schools once existed

Teachers’ salaries back in 1930 
ranged from $62.50 to $167 a month, 
while Mr. C.D. Wallace, principal at 
Coffee County High School, earned 
$3,000 for twelve months work. 

In November, 1932, a lack of 
funds caused problems meeting local 
payrollls, but the teachers agreed to 
continue working until Christmas if 
local communities would guarantee 
actual living expenses. This 
agreement worked; however, the 
students got an early vacation when 
no additional funds were received 
and the school year came to a close 
on January 5S, 1933. 

The schools reopened in 
September, 1933, and_ princpals 
included R.L. Bates at Coffee County 
High; A.C. Dunaway at Kinston 
High; and W.A. Edison at New 
Brockton. The teachers signed 
four-month contracts due to an 
expected lack of funds, but the 
shortage never came and a complete 
school year was held, 

School consolidation began to 
take place in the mid-1930's as 
methods of ‘transportation improved, 
and by the 1940's parents began to 
request renovation of schools instead 
of school closings, due to concern 
over long bus rides. The delivery of 
15 new school buses in 1941 
encouraged consolidation, and by 
1943 the following public schools

By 1952 consolidation had 
lowered the number of schools to 17 
with the schools no longer open 
including Mt. Vernon, Ham, Cross 
Roads, Ino, Bethany, Camp Ground 
and Shiloh, 

In 1953 the county school board 
lost two additional schools, but not 
by consolidation, as Coffee County 
High went under the authority of the 
Enterprise School Board and the 
Elba schools were transferred to the 
newly formed Elba City School 
System. 

Zion Chapel added an 11th grade 
in 1955 and a 12th grade in 1956; 
however, in 1961 the consolidation 
continued as Newbia, Basin, Shady 
Grove and Cross Roads all were 
closed. Fairview was closed in 1965, 
followed by Damascus in 1966, and 
Curtis in 1967, which left only 
Goodman, New Hope and Mt. 
Pleasant open. 

The last of the colored schools 
was closed in 1972 when Warren 
Smith of New Brockton merged with 
New Brockton High School. Mt. 
Pleasant closed in 1977, and when 
New Hope closed in 1984, only 
Goodman was left - and its reign

PROPER SHRUB CARE 

With the recent hot, dry weather, 
proper care of newly planted shrubs 
is important 

A good three- to five-inch layer of 
mulch helps keep weeds out and 
moisture. Mulch heavily 
pine straw, leaves,

Keep plants watered thoroughly 
throughout the summer. Use a 
sprinkler or lay a hose at the base of 
the shrub and turn it on at a slow 
dribble.

PEACH BORER 

The peach tree borer causes a lot 
of problems in peaches. The borer is 
easily identified because he bores 
into the lower part of the trunk and a 


nymphs surround themselves with a 
mass of froth (‘‘spittle’’) close to the 
soil. Grass that is damaged first 
looks wilted then turns yellow, then 
browns and dies. These damaged 
areas may start out as wilted or 
yellowed patches two to four inches 
in diameter. Yellowed areas 
resemble grass affected by iron 
chlorosis. In heavily-infested turf, 
these small areas tnay blend so that 
the whole lawn appears off-color. 

Lawns that are heavily infested 
with spittlebug nymphs may feel 
‘‘squishy’’ when walked on, as if 
shaving foam were underneath. This 
sometimes occurs before yellow 
spots appear in the grass. 

Examine these areas or wilted 
spots for nymphs. Remember, spittle 
masses are usually located deep 
within the grass or in the thatch. 
Open spittle masses to reveal the 
nymph, feeding head down, Be sure 
proper diagnosis is made before 
spittlebug control efforts are made. 

Control of thatch is an important 
part of preventing and controlling 
spittlebug populations of lawns. 
Proper dethatching and fertilization 
the humid 


practices can disrupt 

conditions so essential for 
spittlebugs. When treatment is 
required, mowing prior to 


application may also aid in control, 
Clippings should be collected and 
destroyed. If possible, irrigate turf 
after mowing several hours before 
insecticide application is made. Once 
treatment is done, mowing and 
watering should be delayed for 
several days. 

Although no turf insecticide is 
specifically labeled for two-lined 
spittlebug control lawn care 
professionals and homeowners have 
controlled infestations effectively 
with diazinon 25 percent EC, eight 
tluid ounces per 1,000 square feet; or 
chlorpyrifos (Dursban) 22.4 percent 
EC, 1,5 fluid ounces per 1,000 
square feet. Sprays should be 
applied in six to 10 gallons of water 
per 1,000 square feet. Retreatment 


may be necessary 


Handle Fireworks 


With Care On Fourth 


If you plan to make fireworks part 
yf your Fourth of July celebration, 
the Alabama Department of Public 
Health reminds you to handle them 
properly 

An estimated 9,900 people were 
treated in hospital emergency rooms 
in 1984 for injuries associated with 
fireworks, according to the 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission. More than half of the 
injuries were burns. Many of the 
injuries involved the head and face, 
including the mouth, ears and eyes, 
CPSC figures show 57 percent of the 
victims were under 15 years of age 
and 81 percent were under 25. 

Before you buy fireworks, check 
with your local police or fire depart- 
ment to learn whether the use of 
fireworks is permitted, While 
Alabama allows Class C fireworks, 
many municipalities do not. If you 
must use firew orks be sure to 
purchase only legal fireworks which 
clearly printed
